The  bare 
sight  of  the  writing  of  that  hand  which 
has  been  for  so  many  years  employed  in 
the  service  of  your  country,  in  circulat 
ing  the  sentiments  of  that  mind  which 
has  been  the  great  cause  of  all  the  prodi 
gious  efforts  made  in  the  cause  of  re- 
form ; the  bare  sight  of  your  handwri 
ting  would  have  given  me  very  great 
pleasure,  but  this  pleasure  was  very 
much  heightened  when  1 saw-  this  vene- 
rable hand  employed,  in  this  case,  to  ex 
press  your  decided  approbation  of  the 
step  to  which  I had  resorted  ; and,  I beg 
you  to  be  assured,  that,  if  any  thing  were 
wanting  to  strengthen  my  determination 
still  todevote  my  time  to  the  great  cause 
of  freedom  in  England,  the  contents  of 
your  letter  would  amply  supply  that  de- 
ficiency. 

I perceive,  however,  and  I really  do 
perceive  it  with  some  regret,  that  Mr. 
Wooller,  who  has  recently  become  dis- 
tinguished by  his  bold,  manly,  and  just- 
attacks  upon  our  enemies,  and  who  has 
been  rendered  justly  conspicuous  by  the 
means  taken  to  crush  him,  and  of  which 
means  I shall  speak  by  and  by,  has  not 
only  expressed  an  opinion  concerning  my 
conduct,  exactly  the  opposite  to  that 
which  you  have  been  pleased  to  express; 
but  who,  for  reasons  which  it  is  not 
worth  while,  perhaps,  under  tire  present 
circumstances,  to  dwell  upon,  or  at  all 
to  develop,  though  they  are  quite  ob- 
vious to  me  ; for  these  reasons  he  has 
thought  proper,  not  only  to  express  his 
disapprobation  of  my  withdrawing  from 
the  country,  but  so  to  charge  and  over- 
charge his  attack  with  personal  and  base 
abuse  as  to  make  it  effectually  defeat  its 
own  object,  and  to  put  forward  its  claims, 
its  irresistible  claims,  to  every  particle 
of  that  contempt  which  he  would 
fain,  for  the  reasons  before  mention- 
ed, have  fixed  upon  my  conduct  and  cha- 
racter. 

The  reasons  stated  by  me  for  my  vol- 
untary exile,  appeared  to  my  own  mind 
so  satisfactory, that  I never,  for  one  sin- 
gle instant,  doubted  of  their  meeting 
with  the  approbation  of  every  real  friend 
to  the  cause  of  reform.  These  reasons 
have  not  been  combatted  by  Mr.  Wool- 
ler by  other  reasons,  but  by  downright 
personal  abuse  and  calumny  ; by  impu- 
tations which  he  knew  to  be  false,  and 
by  assertions,  in  numerous  instances, 
which  he  knew  to  be  as  destitute  of  truth 
as  any  of  those  pretended  plots  and  con- 
spiracies which  the  baseness  of  the  na- 
tion’s enemies  have  led  them  to  resort 
to  ; and  the  few  instances  in  which  he 
has  resorted  to  something  in  the  shape 
of  argument,  have  only  discovered  to  the 
enlightened  reader,  that,  in  this  case,  as 
in  many  others,  the  powers  of  describing 
men  and  things  are  very  different  indeed 
from  those  powers  by  which  statements 
of  fact,  and  conclusions  drawn  from  those 
statements,  are  made  to  produce  con- 
viction, and  to  lead  to  important  conse- 
quences. 

. My  reason^  for  my  conduct  having  re- 
mained woolly  unanswered,  I shall,  in 
this  place,  merely  subjoin  some  few  au- 
thorities for  the  step  which  I thought 
proper  to  take.  You  remember,  sir,  that 
Bastwick,  Burton,  and  Prynne,  went  to 
Holland  in  the  times  of  the  bloody  Stu- 
arts, and  caused  their  writings  to  be 
printed  and  sent  into  England.  You  re- 
member that  general  Ludlow  fled  to  the 
continent,  and  that  it  was  from  Switzer- 
land he  wrote  those  famous  letters  in  de- 
fence of  his  countrymen,  who,  amongst 
other  things  had  fought  and  bled  for  an- 
nual parliaments.  Mr.  Wooller  will 
hardly  pretend,  that  these  famous  patri- 
ots were  cowards,  though  he  fixes  that 
term  upon  me  with  as  little  ceremony  as 
if  lie  were  talking  of  a man  who  had 
qkulked  behind  a wall  in  the  midst  of  a 
battle,  and  had  sent  on  his  soldiers  to 
meet  the  bayonet  of  the  enemy.  This 
gentleman  talks  about  the  preciousblood 
ol  Sidney.  He  forgets,  while  he  is  thus 
talking,  that  that  gallant  and  truly  learned 
man  fled  to  the  continent  to  avoid  the 
fangs  of  the  despots  at  home,  ahd,  what 
is  more,  that  it  was  in  voluntary  exile 
that  he  wrote  those  celebrated  papers 
which  brought  him  to  the  block,  and 
which  have,  more  than  any  other  cir- 
cumstances, endeared  his  name  to  pos- 
terity. Why,  then,  let  this  gentleman 
boldly  call  the  gallant  Sidney  a coward, 
or  let  him  retract  this  charge  of  cow- 
ardice against  me,  or,  let  him  pass  for 
an  envious  or  silly  calumniator.  Per- 
haps, however,  the  gentleman’s  wonder- 
fully furious  patriotism  will  not  suffer 
him  to  receive,  as  a justification,  the  ex- 
ample of  these  men  of  former  times  ; to 
accommodate  him,  then,  let  us  come 
down  to  a very  late  period.  Mr.  Paine 
has  never  been  called  a coward,  that  I 
know  of,  nor  have  I ever  heard  the  old 
congress  of  America  charged  with  cow- 
ardice. Yet,  he,  as  well  as  they,  fled  from 
town  to  town  at  even  the  distant  approach 
of  the  enemy.  This  was,  indeed,  an  ene- 
my with  bayonets  in  his  hand,  of  which 
circumstance  I leave  Mr.  Wooller  to 
profit  ; but  then  comes  the  staggering 
fact  of  Mr.  Paine,  who  was  an  English- 
man, you  will  observe,  having  fled  from 
England  to  France,  not  from  the  war- 
rant of  a secretary  of  state;  not  from 
the  natural  effects  of  an  absolute-power, 
of-imprisonment  law  ; not  from  the 
rcwly-conju red-up  code  of  lord  Sid- 
mouth  ; but  from  the  bare  intimation  o 
an  information  ex-officio  being  filed  a- 
gainst  him  by  the  attorney  general  ! 


Thus,  then,  it  follows,  of  course,  that 
all  these  persons  were  cowards ; that 
even  Sidney  was  a coward  ; that  Vol- 
taire was  a coward,  when  he  chose  a 
residence  in  the  mountains  of  Switzer- 
land rather  than  reside  in  the  Bastile.  It 
follows,  also,  that  the  brave  Lallemand, 
and  the  brave  general  Vandammc,  who 
are  now  in  this  country,  are  cowards,  and 
that  every  man  is  a coward  who  has  fled 
hither  from  England,  Scotland,  or  Ire- 
land. Nay,  sir,  even  Mr.  Hunt  is  a cow- 
ard, (though  I would  advise  Mr.  Wool- 
ler not  to  tell  him  so)  because  Mr.  Hunt 
did  not  go  to  the  intended  fourth  Spa 
fields  meeting,  agreeably  to  the  rcsolu 
tions  of  the  third  meeting.  And,  think 
yourself  very  happy,  sir,  if  you  escape 
the  charge  of  cowardice  ; for,  beside 
your  being  an“  old  man, ’’old  enough  to  be 
my  father,  I am  very  sure, that  you  will 
not  attempt  to  call  meetings,  and  to  act 
at  those  meetings  as  you  hitherto  have 
done. 

If  it  be  cowardice  to  do  what  I have 
done,  and  what  so  many  eminent  and 
immortal  patriots  have  done  before  me, 
every  thing  must  be  cowardice  which 
embraces  the  most  distant  consideration 
of  personal  safety,  though  connected  with 
the  most  reasonable  expectations  of  fu- 
ture utility  to  the  cause  of  our  country. — 
In  the  estimation  ofMr.  Wooller,  it  must 
,be  cowardice  to  take  shelter  from  a thun- 
der storm,  ’tis  cowardice  to  avoid  being 
buried  by  a falling  house  ; it  must  be 
cowardice  to  lower  sail  in  a hurricane  ; 
it  must  be  cowardice  to  resort  to  a sur- 
geon in  the  case  of  a broken  leg  ; in 
short,  this  is  such  superlative  nonsense 
in  Mr.  Wooller,  that  it  takes  away,  and 
fixes  in  his  own  bosom,  whatever  there 
could  be  intended  as  a sting  in  his  calling 
me  a “ silly  old  man.” 

But  in  all  the  examples  that  we  have 
mentioned,  there  is  wanting  this  mate- 
rial circumstance  which  presents  itself 
in  my  case,  that  while,  by  remaining,  I 
coul&  render  my  country  no  service  at 
all,  by  my  flight  I retained  whatever 
powers  I had  of  rendering  her  service  ; 
and,  that  I did  not  want  the  disposition 
to  render  that  service,  my  countrymen 
will,  before  this  time,  have  been  fully 
convinced  ; seeing  that  I have  written 
more  ; not  as  much,  but  more,  since  my 
arrival  in  this  country,  than  I ever  wrote 
before  in  my  life,  during  a period  of  the 
same  length.  This  intention,  too,  in  the 
very  publication  upon  which  Mr.  Wool 
ler  has  bestowed  his  reprobation,  was 
distinctly  stated.  He,  indeed,  ridicules 
the  idea  of  my  seriously  entertainingsuch 
intention  ; and  the  public  will  have  seen 
by  this  time,  that  his  predictions  were 
upon  a perfect  level  with  the  rest  of  his 
attack ; the  public  have  now  the  proof 
before  them,  the  practical  proof  of  the 
falsehood  of  this  prediction  ; and  I am 
not  at  all  afraid,  that  the  reformers  in 
England  will  not  be  able  to  form  a very 
correct  judgment, not  of  the  motives  of 
this  gentleman,  for  those  I shall  not  med- 
dle with  at  present,  but  of  his  conduct 
towards  me  upon  this  occasion. 

There  was  something  very  ungene- 
rous, not  to  call  it  malignant  and  base,  in 
a pretended  friend  of  that  cause  of  which 
he  acknowledged  me  to  be  a supporter, 
to fall  foul  thus,  before  he  could  possi 
bly  know  at  any  rate  that  it  was  my  in- 
tention to  write  from  America;  and, the 
great  haste  to  rush  on  to  this  conclusion, 
which  was  false,  as  the  event  has  proved, 
clearly  shows  a spirit  of  injustice  and 
malignity  ; of  deliberate  malice,  and  of 
malice  too,  wholly  unprovoked  by  any 
act  of  mine,  or  of  any  body  belonging  to 
me,  either  towards  himself,  or  towards 
the  public.  If  he  had  really  thought 
that  I should  not  write  from  America, 
was  it  a public  spirited  act  in  him  to  an- 
ticipate such  a result?  If  he  was  sin- 
cere in  what  he  said  concerning  the  great 
and  beneficial  influence  of  my  writings, 
was  it  a patriot-like  act  to  endeavor  to 
lessen  that  influence  as  much  as  possi- 
ble by  this  (mcalled-for  prediction,  which 
has,  at  last,  been  proved  to  be  as  false  as 
it  was  ungenerous  ? 

However  all  tiie  other  parts  of  this 
violent,  malignant,  base,  and  foolish  at- 
tack, sink  wholly  out  of  sight,  when  com- 
pared to  the  paragraph  at  the  conclusion 
of  it,  in  which  he  reminds  the  Americans 
of  my  former  writings  against  their  gov- 
ernment, and  agamst  what  he  calls  their 
“ infant  liberty,”  and  bids  them  to  be 
“ jealous ” of  me.  Consider,  sir,  all  the 
circumstances  under  which  this  was 
penned,  and  then  say,  whether,  even  in 
the  conduct  of  the  tools  of  the  borough- 
mongers,  you  ever  heard  of  any  thing 
quite  so  base  as  this. 

Little  did  this  man  imagine  that  I had 
published  a Register  in  America,  be- 
ginning with  the  month  of  January,  1816, 
and  that,  in  the  very  first  number  of 
which,  instead  of  crawling  to  the  Ameri 
cans,  and  recanting  ceny  thing  that  I had 
said  before,  1 plainly  told  them,  that  I 
did  not  ask  them  to“  forget  and  forgive,” 
but  that  I wished  them  \urememb-r,  that, 
if  my  writings  had  done  them  harm  in 
Europe,  (and  that  I did  not  know  that 
they  had  not  done  them  harm,)  it  was 
fairly  to  be  ascribed  to  the  unjust  and 
tyrannical  treatment  which  I had  expe- 
rienced in  America.  This  was  published 
at  New- York  last  year,  long  before  I 
had  any  thought  of  coming  to  America. 
But,  here  I am  now.  This  Register 
that  I am  now  writing,  will  be  published 
in  New-York  before  it  will  reach  Eng 
land  ; and  here  I repeat  my  farmer  words , 


perfectly  consistent  with  honorable  inten- 
tions and  views,  having  always  been  up 
permost  in  my  mind.  But,  so  far  from 
acknowledging,  that  I was  an  enemy  to 
real  freedom,  when  I was  in  America  be- 
fore, I maintain  that  I was  always  its 
friend  ; and,  I maintain  further,  that  in 
my  person  that  freedom  was  most  gross 
ly  violated  in  America.  However,  bet- 
ter times  are  now  come.  No  such  des- 
potic acts  can  be  committed  new.  Here 
is  a just,  and  mild,  and  cheap  govern- 
ment, and  a free  and  happy  people.  A 
very  glorious  sight  it  is  to  behold.  I 
feel  gratitude  towards  the  government 
and  the  people,  for  having  preserved 
their  country  free,  and  for  affording  me 
a place  of  refuge.  But  if  Mr.  Wooller 
imagines  that  I am  come  here  to  be  a 
slave  of  the  Americans,  and  to  care  any 
thing  about  their  jealousies  or  preju- 
dices, lie  is  the  most  mistaken  man  alive. 
I know  that  1 have  the  esteem  of  all 
honorable  men  ; but  never  will  I do  any 
act,  never  will  I utter  one  word  to  make 
my  court  to  them.  I have  a real  and 
sincere  regard  for  the  people. — Their 
kindness  towards  me  upon  all  occasions, 
shown  in  every  village  and  every  house 
that  I go  to,  is  alone  well  calculated  to 
inspire  me  with  sentiments  of  regard  and 
affection ; and  I show  these  best,  by  en- 
deavoring, as  far  as  in  my  power  lies,  to  I 
do  justice  to  their  excellent  institutions,! 
by  describing  to  the  world  their  happy 
effects.  But,  if  there  be  any  persons  who 
require  me  to  go  further;  if  there  be  any 
body  who  will  not  be  content  unless  I turn 
my  back  upon  my  own  country,  cither 
by  abjuringthe  king,  (as  the  loyal  Eng- 
lish merchants  do  here,)  or  by  any  ot.ier 
act,  no  matter  what,  to  sue  ' persons  1 
answer,  I still  love  England  best;  and  I 
will  never  do  or  say  any  thing  that  can 
be, by  any  means,  construed  to  imply  that 
this  preference  is  ever  to  be  rooted  from 
mV  heart.  I say  now,  as  I said  in  my 
leave-taking  address,  a palace  Acre,  with  ’ 
the  whole  of  this  beautiful  and  happy 
island  for  my  domain,  would  be  less  dear 
to  me  than  a thatched  cottage  on  the  bor- 
ders of  Waltham  Chase,  or  of  Botley 
Common. 

Mr.  Wooller  will  do  me  the  justice  to 
suppose,  1 hope,  that  I shall  take  the  will 
for  the  d“cd,  though,  perhaps,  he  may 
be  somewhat  disappointed  at  perceiv  ing 
that  any  attempt  of  his  to  excite  jealousy 
of  me,  and  ill  will  against  me  in  America, 
is  likely  to  be  full  as  fruitless,  and  is  cer- 
tainly a great  deal  more  ridiculous,  than 
his  expectation  of  producing  a similar 
effect  in  England,  tliough  I am  very 
sure,  that  he  will  there  meet  with  disap- 
pointment in  his  expectations  in  this  re- 
gard, and  even  before  now  his  malignant 
attempt  has  received  the  scorn  that  it 
merits;  and,  more  than  it  merits,  it  can- 
not, I think,  possibly  receive. 

Nevertheless,  Sir,  as  you  have  often 
said,  and  you  once  told  the  attorney  gene- 
ral, who  is  now  the  lord  chancellor,  we 
must,  in  fighting  the  enemy,  not  reject 
the  use  of  arms  of  even  despicable  and 
detestable  men.  He  asked  you  whether 
you  would  have  no  regard  to  the  charac- 
ters of  men  in  this  case.  You  ■said  that 
you  would  rather  have  to  do  with  ill  men| 
of  good  character,  but  that,  as  thieves  and  | 
robbers  and  swindlers  were  sent  on  board ! 
of  ship  to  fight  the  foreign  enemy  of  the 
country  ; so  you  saw  no  reason  why  you 
should  be  so  very  scrupulous  in  the  ma- 
terials of  which  the  ranks  were  compos- 
ed, which  were  to  fight  against  its  ene- 
mies at  home.  Though  I have  a right, 
a perfect  right,  to  presume  every  thing 
that  is  base  in  the  character  of  this  Mr. 
Wooller,  1 do  not  so  presume.  I lis  con- 
duct has  been  base  towards  me  ? but  I 
am  even  willing  to  hope,  that  want  of  ex- 
perience, want  of  time  for  reflection,  ex- 
treme anxiety  for  the  success  of  the 
cause,  some  misrepresentation,  perhaps, 
and  (a  weakness  too  common  amongst 
literary  men)  an  eagerness  to  obtain 
fame,  which  rendered  him  too  impatient 
to  confine  himself  to  forts  to  rise,  with- 
out endeavoring  at  the  same  time  to  pull 
others  down  : l am  willing  to  hope  that 
nis  malignity  has  been  thus  engendered, 
as  it  were,  without  his  own  wish : and  that 
a little  more  time  would  have  made  him 
act  towards  me  with  more  generosity  and 
less  injustice.  At  any  rate,  upon  your 
old  principle,  I take  the  assistance  of  his 
pen  as  far  as  it  is  capable  to  aid  the  cause 
of  our  country,  and  I do  most  sincerely 
rejoice  at  his  acqmtal  on  trials  for  libel, 
the  statements  in  both  of  which  were 
as  true,  as  his  statements  with  regard  to 
me  were  false.  His  defence,  which  I 
have  read  in  the  English  papers,  was  not 
only  bold  and  manly,  but  it  was  full  of 
talent ; and  though  the  attorney  general 
made  a great  mistake,  when  he  said,  tnat 
it  was  a proof  of  facility  cf  composition, 
that  a m in  was  able  to  put  his  thoughts 
together  by  the  means  of  types  without 
manuscript,  the  fact  being  that  many 
men  can  write  as  much  in  a clay  as  six 
or  seven  compositors  can  print;  still,  it 
was  a most  interesting  fact  that  this  was 
done  by  Mr.  Wooller,  and  it  was  a proof 
amongst  thousands  of  others,  that  might 
be  produced,  of  the  great  stock  of  talent 
now  possessed  by  the  people  of  England. 

To  go  on  into  all  the  particulars  of  the 
trials  would  be  useless;  but  I cannot  help 
observing,  that  in  one  part  of  Mr.  Wool- 
ler’s  defence,  he  complains  what  a hard- 
ship it  was  to  have  been  dragged  all  oft. 
sudden  from  his  affairs  ; and  he  adds  that 
ii  he  had  had  a wife  and  family,  the  con- 
seyuences  must  have  been  dreadful.  Mr. 


that  is  to  say,  not  to  be  imprisoned  and 
fined  .'  Bless  me  1 wish  not  to  be  impris- 
oned 1 Beg  not  to  be  imprisoned  and 
fined  1 Why,  one  would  have  supposed 
that  this  gentleman,  who  by  implication, 
accuses  Ludlow,  Sidney,  and  Paine  of 
cowardice,  would  have  courted  impris- 
onment, as  the  greatest  of  favour,  like 
the  methodist  parson,  or  like  Jack  in  the 
Tale  of  a Tub,  who  cried  out,  “ another 
box  in  the  car,  good  folks,  for  the  Lord’s 
sake  !”  I,  indeed,  as  you  remember  very 
well,  suffered  two  years’  imprisonment, 
and  paid  a thousand  pounds  fine,  without 
liking  it  at  ail.  But  this  gentleman’s 
taste  appeared  to  be  so  very  different, 
that  one  might  naturally  be  surprised  ; 
instead  of  which,  he  makes  most  stre- 
nuous efforts  to  save  himself  from  it  ; 
and,  from  present  appearances,  I have 
very  great  pleasure  in  believing  that 
those  efforts  are  likely,  in  the  present 
case  at  any  rate,  to  be  successful.  If 
they  should  not,  and  if  he  should  have 
two  years  imprisonment  to  suffer,  a fine 
of  a thousand  pounds  to  pay,  and  be  com- 
pelled to  give  bail  in  a five  thousand 
pounds  bond  to  be  cf  good  behavior  for 
seven  years  afterwards  ; when  he  comes 
out  of  prison,  and  has  paid  his  fine,  and 
given  his  bail,  he  will  be  better  able  to 
judge  than  he  is  at  present,  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  ought  to  talk  of  the  step 
which  I have  taken.  But,  as  Mr.  Wool- 
ler has  ventured  upon  predictions  with 
respect  to  what  I should  do,  he  will  ex- 
cuse me  if  I hazard  a prediction  with 
respect  to  him,  especially  as  it  shall  be 
wholly  divested  of  malignity.  I predict, 
then,  that  he,  Thomas  Jonathan  Wooller, 
will  be  silenced,  by  some  means  or  other, 
before  next  Christmas  day  ; or  that  he 
will  write  in  a \ cry  measured  style,  and 
be  very  mannerly  towards  the  ministers  ; 
or,  that  he  will  com c to  America  himself, 
and  that,  if  he  does  come  to  America,  he 
will  he  a printer,  and  not  a write r. 
most  sincerely  desire,  that  astate  of  things 
will  arise  sue  . as  will  enable  him  to  con- 
tinue to  write  boldly  in  England  ; but  if 
he  must  follow  the  example  of  Mr.  Paine, 

I must  confess,  that  I am  ill-natured  e- 
nough  to  wish  to  have  an  opportunity  of 
calling  upon  him  in  New-York  or  Phila- 
delphia, between  one  of  which  and  an 
English  jail,  his  choice,  ifhc  has  a choice 
left,  appears  to  me  to  lie.

FROM  BUENOS  AYRES. 
Information  has  been  received  by  the 
ship  Sally,  arrived  at  Boston  on  the  1 1th 
instant,  in  63  days  from  Buenos  Ayres, 
that  troops  were  collecting  at  Chili,  and 
contracts  for  ships  had  been  made,  for 
an  expedition  against  Lima.  Prisoners 
were  daily  brought  from  Lima  to  Bue- 
nos Ayres,  who  principally  entered  into 
the  patriot  Service. 

The  sioop  of  war  Ontario,  Capt.  Bid- 
dle, left  her  anchorage  at  New  York  on 
the  1 3th  instant,  and  was  to  proceed  to 
sea  the  first  fair  wind. 

Through  the  politeness  and  attention 
of  our  Norfolk  correspondent,  we  have 
been  favored  with  a paper  of  that  city  of 
yesterday,  which,  however, doesnot  pre- 
sent much  matter  of  interest.  The 
schooner  Charles  K.  Mallory,  Capt. 
Strong,  had  arrived  there  from  Lisbon, 
wnichport  she  left  the  1st  of  July.  The 
conspiracy  at  Lisbon  was  completely  put 
down,  and  order  and  tranquility  restored. 
About  one  hundred  of  the  conspirators 
had  been  apprehended  and  imprisoned 
in  different  castles.  On  the  29th  of  June 
the  first  intelligence  of  the  re-capture  of 
Pernambuco  by  the  royalists  reached 
Lisbon,  and  great  rejoicings  took  place 
in  consequence  of  the  event.  The  king 
of  Portugal  with  all  his  family,  were  pre- 
paring to  leave  Brazail  and  return  to 
Lisbon. 

About  the  27th  of  June,  a Portuguese 
frigate  captured  a patriot  ship  of  20  guns 
off  Oporto.  The  latter  was  from  Mon- 
tevideo, and  was  cruising  in  company 
with  a schooner,  when  they  both  attacked 
the  frigate,  and  the  contest  ended  in  the 
capture  of  the  ship  and  escape  of  the 
schooner.  — 

FROM  THE  BOSTON  DAILY  ADVERTISER. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  of 
the  principal  contents  of  our  Buenos 
Ayres  papers  to  May  24.  The  articles 
here  noticed  are  hardly  important  e- 
nough  to  be  translated  at  length. 

Auxiliary  Army  of  Peru. — Bulletin, 
No.  19,  dated  at  H.  Q.  in  Freeman,  April 
9,  gives  an  account  of  operations  from 
March  20,  to  the  date.  The  royalists  in 
Jajui  remained  closely  besieged.  Their 
troops  dare  not  set  a foot  beyond  their 
entrenchments  ; their  communications 
with  the  interior  are  so  insecure,  that 
strong  convoys  arc  necessary.  They 
lose  men,  arms  and  beasts  every  day. 
On  the  29th  of  March,  there  arrived  at 
Head  Quarters,  142  deserters  and  prison- 
rs,  and  to-day  3 1 , besides  81  on  their 
way.  March  25th,  the  royalists  entered 
the  town  of  Oran,  where  they  plundered 
uouses  and  churches,  and  lost  80  men 
and  60  horses.  By  the  different  parties 
of  guerrillas,  36  men  have  been  killed, 
and  more  than  300  animals  taken.  Par- 
ties under  lieut.  Colonel  Torre,  com- 
mandants Gorritl  and  Cone,  and  majors 
Saravia,  Zerde,  Maurin  and  others, carry 
on  hostilities  with  great  firmnessand  suc- 
cess, and  not  a day  passes  but  they  kill 
some,  and  bring  in  deserters  and  prison- 
ers. \ 

Bulletin > Mo.  20,  is  dated  April  30, 
and  gives  a narrative  of  operations  from 
the  10th  to  that  date.  On  the  15th,  the 
royalist  General  Serna,  by  a rapid  and 
bold  movement,  took  possession  of  the 
town  of  Salta.  His  army,  however,  has 
been  constantly  harrassed  by  the  parties 
under  the  different  partizan  chiefs,  and 
sustained  constant  losses. 

Bulletin , JVo.  21,  dated  May  1,  gives 
an  account  of  the  capture  of  the  town  of 
Farija,by  a party  of  the  republican  troops 
ndcr  Colonel  Madrid,  in  which  he  took 
- 54  prisoners,  400  muskets,  and  a con- 
siderable quantity  of  munitions  of  war, 


A subsequent  paper  C Obtains  a des- 
patch from  Manuel  lielgrann,  General 
of  the  Auxiliary  Army  of  Peru,  dated 
at  Tucuman,  May  3,  which  states  that 
the  enemy  have  not  derived  the  advan- 
tage which  they  expected  from  the  pos- 
session of  Salta,  that  they  have  carried 
on  hostilities  with  great  activity  and  fury, 
sacrificing  their  men,  and  that  they  lose 
many  by  desertion.  This  despatch  is 
accompanied  by  a number  of  letters  from 
Don  Martin  Guemcs,  governor  and  com- 
mandant of  the  province  of  Salta.  In 
or.e  of  these  he  estimates  the  enemy’s 
force  which  entered  Salta,  at  2500  men, 
and  those  remaning  at  Jajui  at  600,  be- 
j sides  4 or  500  employed  in  conveying 
(baggage,  Sec.  He  gives  the  detai.s  of 
numerous  trifling  advantages  gained  by 
him,  but  it  isappearent  that  on  the  whole 
the  Army  of  Peru  bad  for  the  last  month 
been  rather  losing  than  gaining  ground. 

In  Chili,  the  royalist  power  seems  to 
be  less  formidable.  On  the  4th  of  April 
a party  of  6 or  700  royalists  attacked  the 
republican  advanced  pests  at  Carapligue, 
but  were  repuised  with  the  loss  of  19  ! 
men  killed  and  19  made  prisoners  and  | 
deserters — The  republican  foss  was  4 1 
kilied  and  7 wounded.  On  the  22nd  of ( 
April,  brigadier  general  Seignor  Don 
Bernardo  O’Higgins,  bad  left  col.  Don 
Hilarion  de  la  Quintana  in  command  of 
St.  Jago,  and  proceeded  as  far  as  Talca, 
with  800  men  to  drive  out  the  remainder 
of  the  royalists  from  the  province  of  Con- 
ception. 

April  14. — San  Martin,  captain  gene- 
ral of  the  Army  of  the  Andes,  who  was 
then  at  Buenos  Ayres,  addressed  to  the: 
supreme  director  of  state,  a letter  giving ! 
a particular  notice  of  the  officers  wnodis-- 
tinguished  themselves  in  the  great  bat- \ 
tie  of  Charabucco,  on  the  12th  of  Feb-| 
ruary. 

April  1 5— An  order  was  issued  by 
Pueyrrcdon,  the  Supreme  Director  of 
State,  conferring  certain  honors  on  San 
Martain,"  to  whose iilBcfatigahie  Zealand 
military  skill  the  country  owes  the  grea-l 
ter  part  of  the  glory  of  that  day,”  and  | 
on  the  officers  and  men  of  the  army. 

The  Gazette  of  April  26,  contains  a ! 
list  of  about  eighty  distinguished  citizens 
of  Chili  who  had  been  confined  as  prison*! 
ers  at  tiie  Island  Juan  Fernandez,  but 
wno  in  consequence  of  the  late  success 
of  the  republicans  bad  been  released  and 
restored  to  their  friends. 

The  fishing  vessels  carried  into  Hali- 
fax, remained  there  at  the  last  dates,  with- 
out having  been  brought  to  trial.  It  is 
conjectured  a statement  of  their  case  has 
been  sent  to  England,  and  that  their  fate 
will  depend  on  orders  from  thence. 

The  Halifax  merchants  are  anxious 
that  American  fishing  vessels  s iould  be 
excluded  from  the  bays  and  harbors  of' 
Nova  Scotia,  because,  as  they  say,  if  they; 
are  permitted,  the  British  fishermen,  See. 
at  such  places  will  procure  their  sup- 
plicsof  the  Americans  instead  of  obtain- 
ing them  in  the  Capital  of  their  own! 
Province,  to  the  ruin  of  of  the  trade 
Halifax. 


Dutch  Mail  of  yesterday  supplies  the 
following  account  of  the  ex-king  of 
Spain’s  Colony  in  the  United  States:— -• 
“ Joseph  Bonaparte  is  building  a town- 
near  Baltimore,  which  none  but  Flench 
are  permitted  to  inhabit.  It  i.s  capable 
of  containing  for  the  present  12, 000  in-' 
habitants.

THE  lAI’E  DELUGE. 

YORK,  PA.  AUGUST  12. 

<(  What  is  the  foundation  of  your  hopes  ?” 

It  is  with  pain  we  sit  down  to  detail 
the  events  of  last  Saturday.  This  town 
has  been  visited  with  an  awful  calamity  ^ 
not  equalled  perhaps  by  any  similar  event 
on  record.  As  minute  a detail  as  can  be 
given  from  memory,  follows 

About  10  o’clock  on  Friday  evening, 
the  atmostphere,  it  was  remarked,  ap-' 
peared  uncommonly  heavy  ; and  it  sud- 
denly became  unusually  dark  and  began 
to  rain  moderately.  About  12  o’clock, 
the  rain  hadincreased  very  considerably, 
and  about  one  became  violent.  It 
continued  to  pourdown  till  about  1 o’clock, 
on  Saturday  afternoon  ; when  the  sun  a? 
gain  shone  forth  in  all  his  glory.  The 
gloom  and  heaviness  of  mind  felt  by  man 
in  consequence  of  the  unusual  and  inces- 
sant storm,  which  indeed  had  excited 
some  melancholy  forbodings,  seemed  to. 
be  dissipated  by  the  returning  brightness 
of  the  sun  ; health,  cheerfulness  and- 
safety  seemed  to  reign  once  more.  But 
theCodorus  had  swollen  beyond  its  barks 
and  the  attention  of  the  inhabitants  was 
drawn  to  the  north  side  of  the  town,  by 
the  destruction  of  the  large  wooden 
bridge,  connecting  George  street  with 
York  Haven  turnpike  road.  This  was- 
looked  upon  with  indifference.  It  was  a 
novelty  to  sec  a whole  bridge  move  off 
majestically  upon  the  bosom  of  the  flood. 
No  alarm  was  felt.  The  water  in  the 
mean  time  was  rising  so  as  to  cove? 
High  street  from  beyond  Water  street 
to  Newbury  street.  The  people  removed 
from  their  lower  stories  but  feit  very- 
little  ornoalarm.  News  at  length  came 
that  the  dams  of  the  mills  and  Spring 
Forge  above  had  been  broken  away. 
Tiiis  w is  communicated  to  the  people  on 
the  W st  side  of  the  stone  bridge,  with 
a request  to  save  themselves  by  going  to 
a place  of  safety,  while  the  water  was  so 
that  they  could  yet  wade  it.  But  danger 
was  nut  apprehended  by  them.  Their 
houses  would  save  them  many  supposed, 
and  therefore  tney  remained.  At  length 
tne  water  from  tiie  broken  dams  in 
tuc  country  above  came  tumbling  down, 
in  tremendous  torrents.  At  this  time 
many  people  were  taken  away  from  their 
houses  by  Col.  M.  II.  Spangler,  first 
with  a horse  and  afterwards  with  a boat,, 
to  which  at  one  time  eight  persons  ..ad 
got  hold,  so  that  it  was  almost  impossible 
for  him  to  get  along  with  the  boat..  A 
few  minutes  more  and  it  would  have  been 
too  late.  1’iie  creek  had  now  risen  so 
much  that  all  communication  was  cut  off 
between  the  people  in  their  houses  and 
tiie  shores.  The  danger  of  removal  was 
greater  than  that  of  remaining.  Tney 
had  no  choice  but  to  stay.  Each  one 
seemed  to  be  nailed  to  the  spot  he  was 
on  awaiting  thoenoment  of  being  precipi- 
tated into  the  flood.  The  torrents  tum- 
bled across  tiie  streets  like  water  falling 
trom  a precipice.  At  this  moment  you 
couid  contemplate  the  Codorus  swollen 
into  a mighty  River  from  a quarter  to 
a half  mile  wide,  and  deep  enough  for  a 
seventy  four. 

A stream  that  has  its  source  in  our 
own  country,  and  known  to  us  as,  pleasant 
little  water  to  amuse  us  in  fisliiugi  and 
which  affords  a scanty  supply  of  water 
for  mills  and  machinery,  was  in  the  space 
of  two  or  three  hours  lost,  we  know  not 
where,  and  a mighty  River  in  its  stead, 
comes  rushing  thro’  our  houses,  and 
bearing  upon  its  bosom  the  wrecks  of 
the  bordering  country.  An  ocean  seems 
to  have  been  created  and  precipitated 
upon  us  in  a moment.  At  this  stage  of 
the  flood,  bridges,  barns,  stables,  dams, 
haystackes,  houses,  and  broken  mills 
came  one  after  the  other  in  succession-- 
tumbling  from  the  country  above  us ; 
house  after  house  rose  in  our  streets  up- 
on the  waters  and  was  hurled  into  the  bo-  ' 
sont  of  the  deep.  \ye  eould  see  our 


helpless  fathers  and  mothers,  sisters  and 
brothers,  children  and  relations  of  every 
degree,  and  our  friends  and  neighbours, 
stretching  forth  their  arms  from  roofs 
and  windows  for  help,  expecting  the 
house  that  sustained  them  would  instantly 
tumble  from  under  them  or  float  down 
the  torrent  with  them.  You  could  hear 
the  cries  of  the  dying  and  the  living  all 
around  you.  All  stood  fixed  in  breath- 
less agony,  taking  a last  look  at  some 
dear  object  of  affection.  Every  face  was 
the  image  of  misery  and  despair.  Hu- 
man help  was  vain  ; it  all  rested  in  the 
hands  of  Almighty  God.  All  realized 
during  the  awful  space  of  nearly  two 
hours  that14  He  can  create,  and  He  des- 
troy,”  and  that  it  was  to  Him  alone  we 
must  look  for  safety.’  The  expanse  of 
several  miles  of  water  below  the  town, 
was  covered  with  undistinguishable  ruins. 
Roofs  floating  down  with  people  on  them 
reaching  and  crying  for  assistance  : sta- 
bles with  dogs,  fowls  and  domestic  ani- 
mals ; wrecks  covered  with  tables,  beds, 
bedsteads,  chairs,  desks,  bureaus,  clock 
and  clock-cases,  trunks,  cradles,  side- 
boards, and  many  other  articles  of  furni- 
ture and  cloathing,  dry  goods  and  gro- 
ceries ; barrels,  hogsheads,  timber  and 
mill  wheels,  trees,  wheat  and  rye  sheaves, 
corn,  oats,  fences  See.  all  tumbling 
with  lifeless  bodies  down  the  stream  in 
torrents ! The  small  and  weak  houses 
one  after  the  other  disappeared.  The 
people  left,  gathered  mostly  in  and  upon 
the  strongest  houses  by  leaping  from 
roof  to  roof,  and  by  beating  holes  from 
one  garret  to  another. 

In  some  instances  the  house  they  jump- 
ed from  was  swept  from  under  their 
feet,  just  saving  themselves  by  a single 
second.  It  would  be  endless  to  detail 
all  the  hair-breadth  escapes,  and  to  enu- 
merate all  the  activity  and  exposure  of 
Individuals  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  each 
other,  and  saving  themselves.  All  was 
done  that  human  power  could  effect. 

It  remains  now  to  detail  the  loss  of  hu- 
man lives.  It  is  believed  ten  persons 
•were  lost,  viz.  four  coloured  people, 
names  not  recollected,  and  6 white  persons 
[\vhose  names  we  have  before  published. 
The  paper  from  which  we  copy  the  a- 
bovc,  contains  a list  of  fifty-four  houses!' 
which  were  destroyed  in  York,  by  the  1 
inundation.]

DRURY  LANE. 

Othello  : — Mr.  Kean  1st  Mr.  Booth. 

It  falls  to  our  lot  to  speak  of  Mr.  Booth 
as  matched  with  the  actor  he  has  chosen 
to  imitate ; (for  to  a certain  extent  we  are 
persuaded  that  he  has  imitated  Mr. 
Kean.)  There  is  something  daring  in 
this  wrestle  of  talent,  particularly  as  one 
of  the  parties  has  been  tried,  and  found 
to  be  a powerful  creature.  From  what, 
we  saw  on  Thursday  evening,  we  arc  con-  i 
■vinced  that  Mr.  Booth  is  a very  clever 
young  man — as  young  men  go  ; that  he 
will  be  an  acquisition  to  the  new  school 
of  playing,  and  may  do  much  towards 
shewing  that  there  ought  to  he  but  little 
difference  between  the  parties  before  the 
lamps  and  behind  them;  and  that  Mr.' 
Kean  is  one  of  those  fine  and  fiery  spirits  i 
that  stand,  as  it  were,  upon  t ie  heart  of 
nature,  and  control  its  pulsations.  Mr. 
Kean’s  Othello,  on  this  occasion,  was  one 
of  the  most  surprising  achievements  that  I 
genius  ever  perfected.  We  will  venture 
to  assert  that  t.ierc  never  was  a grander 
and  more  pathetic  piece  of  acting  on  the 
English  stage;  of  course  on  no  other 
Stage.  He  seemed  to  feel  he  was  put  on 
the  race,  like  a blood  horse,  and  to  take 
a pleasure  in  the  struggle,  and  a justifi- 
able pride  in  the  success  of  his  endeavors. 
Mr.  Booth  was  matched  to  run  against 
him;  at  least  we  know  that  many  persons 
had  made  the  knack  of  Mr.  Booth  an  ar- 
gument against  the  genuine  talent  of 
Mr.  Kean ; but  Kean  heat  his  antagonist 
hollow.  He  played  Othello  from  his 
very  soul,  and  he  sent  the  fierceness  and 
misery  of  the  Moor  into  the  hearts  of  all ! 
his  hearers.  Kean  played  himscll  into  a 
state  of  absolute  exhaustion  more  than 
once.  His  face  was  a mirror  to  his  heart ; 
and  all  its  shades  of  terror  and  suspicion 
flitted  over  it,  like  Banquo’s  shadows. 
Mr.  Kean’s  style  of  acting  is  of  the  same 
quality  with  Lord  Byron’s  style  of  po- 
etry ; it  is  magnificently  ferocious  when 
in  a state  of  violent  excitement— fear- 
fully pathetic  in  unexpected  passages, 
and  mysteriously  attractive  in  general. 
In  Bertram,  (Maturin’s  tragedy)  he  was 
the  Corsair  himself;  the  same  furious 
pirate,  the  same  terrific  lover,  the  same 
outcast  at  heart  front  all  his  kindred  and 
kind,  with  the  like  broken  fortune  and 
bewildered  hopes,  and  with  a similarity 
in  rash  projects,  daring  deeds,  and  with- 
ered feelings.  Kean’s  Bertram,  though 
a direct  nonentity  in  t'te  way  of  morals 
or  pure  high-mindedness,  was  a fine  hold 
picture  of  an  ardent  and  warlike  nature, 
wrecked  on  the  storm  of  its  own  feel- 
ings, and  wandering  about  on  the  shore 
of  the  world,  desolate,  and  proud,  and 
savage — hating  the  earth  and  trusting  not 
the  heavens;  pursuing  man  with  the 
fierceness  of  a tyger,  and  hoarding  up  in 
his  bosom  the  remains  of  his  shattered 
passion,  like  a miser.  Bertram,  like  all 
the  heroes  of  lord  Byron’s  talcs,  would 
be  despised  and  lipoted  from  our  pre- 
sence, if  he  had  not  a mystery  in  his  air 
that  betokened  a mental  superiority  over 
his  kind,  and  a certain  fulness  of  personal 
courage.  Mr.  Kean  always  played  O- 
thcllo  with  a beautiful  earnestness ; hut 
on  the  other  evening,  he  seemed  to  feel 
his  fame  snatched  at  by  a stranger  hand, 
and  the  consequence  was,  that  he  put 
forth  all  his  energies,  and  arose  on  the 
■wings  of  genius,  like  an  eagle,  above  nis 
opponent.  Who  shall  now  say  that  Mr. 
Kean  is  not  a man  of  the  fullest  genius  ? 
He  makes  “the  breath  of  glory  real.” 
There  was  no  art:  (or  if  there  was  we 
could  not  discern  it) — no  feebleness,  ex- 
cept from  excess  of  exertion,  and  then 
*uch  an  exhaustion  is  the  perfection  ol 


agitated  feeling  ; no  unmeaning  turbu- 
lence in  his  representation  of  Othello  : 
he  trusted  himself  to  the  power  of  his 
enthusiasm,  and  it  did  not  betray  him. 
Othello  is  of  all  others  the  character  for 
Kean.  It  is  pregnant  with  bursts  of  the 
deepest  pathos  and  the  wildest  passion. 
It  is  full  of  gusto.  What  in  English  po- 
etry, for  a certain  grandeur  of  character- 
istic feeling,  can  go  beyond  that  sudden 
thought  of  desolation  in  Othello,  when  he 
finds  that  Dcsdemona’s  faithlessness  has 
stricken  down  all  love  of  glory  and  the 
world.  Othello  is  a noble  personifica- 
tion of  an  eastern  battle.  A sun-like  be- 
ing habited  in  golden  robes,  with  a tur- 
ban and  sabre ; the  love  of  war  being 
the  very  passion  in  him — a part  of  his 
nature.  Mr.  Kean  proved  his  genius  by 
his  manner  of  delivering  that  most  touch- 
ing, passage, “Oh!  now  farewell  forever! 
8cc.”  What  a spirit  of  soul-felt  partiali- 
ty there  is  the  recollections  of  44  the  ear- 
piercing fife,”  “the  plumed  troop,”  the 
neighing  steed,  the  cannon,  the  drum  ! 
What  a pride,  pomp,  and  circumstance 
of  war  ! And  all  hurled  down ! Kean 
wrought  the  house  into  a breathless  si- 
lence by  his  utter  loneliness  of  heart  on 
the  delivery  of  this  passage.  And  a dead 
quiet  of  this  kind  is  deeper  applause  than 
the  shouts  of  forty  nations  joined  togeth- 
er. His  voice  seemed  to  he  going  away 
forever.  You  felt  alone  after  he  had 
spoken.  It  was  too  pathetic  for  words 
or  thoughts  or  tears  : — It  was. 

We  have  seen  Mr.  Kean  in  Othello 
four  times  before  this  representation ; 
but  like  Cains  Marcius,44  he  outdid  him- 
self doubly”  in  the  last  struggle.  Kean 
fought  the  Corioli  battle  of  his  fame  on 
Thursday.  He  hath  disciplined  all  oth- 
er actors  soundly.  We  are  glad  we  are 
not  on  the  stage  at  this  day  ; for  we  hate 
to  be  deficient  in  complete  success,  in 
any  great  pursuit ; and  there  is  no  saying 
nay  to  him.  Shakspeare  has  said,  that 
44  if  two  men  ride  upon  one  horse,  one 
must  ride  behind,”  and  Mr.  Booth  must 
have  found  the  truth  of  this  by  the  pre- 
sent time.

The  crops  were 
promising  in  England,  as  is  the  vintage 
in  France,  The  English. parliament  was 
tobe  prorogued  on  the  16th  of  July.  Mr. 
Ponsonby,  the  opposition  leader  in  the 
house  of  commons,  had  been  attacked 
with  a paralytic,  and  was  expected  to 
lose  the  use  of  one  side.  Lord  G :orge 
Cavendish  was  to  succeed  him  as  the  op- 
position leader.  A number  of  Napo- 
leon’s French  officers  have  entered  the 
Persian  service,  Arrests,  trials,  and  con- 
demnations continue  in  F ranee.  A Gen- 
eral, another  superior  officer,  and  the 
sister  of  Madame  Montholon,  were  ap- 
prehended hi  Paris  on  the  2d  of  July. 
Troubles  are  stated  to  have  broken  out 
at  Malta. 


EXTRACT  TO  THE  EDITOR,  DATED 

Washington  City,  slug.  25. 

44  I have  given  you  almost  ad  infini- 
tum, an  account  of  the  various  reports 
current  here  and  elsewhere,  relative  to 
the  persons  who  are  most  probably  to 
form  the  entire  cabinet  and  diplomatic 
corps  of  the  United  States,  under  presi- 
dent Monroe.  You  will  100k  upon-these 
as  mere  rumors,  except, perhaps,  in  the 
case  of  Mr.  Rush.  With  rospeetto  Jo- 
nathan Russell,  I believe  it  will  be  found 
that  his  visit  to  Europe  is  with  a view  of 
returning  to  his  post,  of  minister  to  Swe- 
den, at  Stockholm.  He  came  to  this 
country,  it  maybe  presumed,  principally 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  married.  No 
doubt  both  himself  and  his  friends  would 
have  been  glad  ifhe  could  have  procured 
some  leading  situation  in  the  administra- 
tion ; and  the  friends  of  Mr.  Christopher 
Hughes  could  have  had  no  objection  to 
the  same  thing,  as  it  would  have  given 
that  young  gentleman  an  opportunity  of 
figuring  as  charge  desaffaires  at  the  Swe- 
lish  court.  If  Mr.  Russell  returns,  Mr. 
jri  ug’ics  will  remain  mere  secretary  of 
legation,  a post,  nevertheless,  perfectly 
honorable,  and  better  suited,  I think,  to 
the  age  and  experience  of  Mr.  Hughes, 
than  the  place  of  charge.

44  You  will  observe  that  a report  is  a- 
gain  in  circulation,  that  Mr.  Clay  is 
likely  to  consent  to  come  into  the44  Cabi 
net”  as  war  minister.  This  word  Cabi- 
net, which  ought  never  to  enter  the  re- 
publican vocabulary,  is  becoming  quite 
too  familiar  to  the  American  car,  as  are 
many  other  courtly  expressions  and  prac- 
tices at  this  filace.

'( admiration,  whether  yon  regard  uisar 

dent  and  manly  eloquence,  or  his  bold  and 
comprehensive  views.  Since  every  man 
cannot  be  President,  there  is  no  situation 
in  my  humble  judgment  more  honorable 
than  that  of  Speaker  of  an  a/»icnc<mHouse 
of  Representatives.  It  is  entitled  to  infi- 
I niteiy  more  consideration  than  seems  to 
{be  generally  attached  to  it.  In  compari- 
son with  that,  the  station  of  Secretary  of 
a Department  is  not  to  be  named. — 
The  Speaker  is  selected  by  the  assembled 
wisdom  of  all  t ns  nation,  recommended 
by  his  tried  talents,  his  impartiality  and 
public  virtue.  The  secretaries  are  but 
instruments  selected  by  a single  indi- 
vidual, for  a particular  purpose.  In  the 
judicious  selection  of  these  agents,  in 
finding  men  whose  capacity  and  quali- 
' ties  are  most  precisely  adapted  to  the  sta- 
tion, consists,  it  is  true,  the  true  art  of 
administering  to  the  best  advantage  the 
affairs  ol  t.ie  nation — A Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  being  chosen 
by  i*.s  numerous  deputies,  may  he  almost 
infallibly  considered  the  faithful  mirror 
of  that  nation’s  calents  and  virtues.  In 
him  is  embodied  as  it  were  the  true  spi- 
rit of  the-times : not  so  with  this  or  t..at 
man,  who  happens  to  be  the  secretary  of 
a particular  department.  He  is  desig- 
nated by  at  least  a fal.ible  individual,  and 
unfortunately  sometimes  perhaps  less 
avi.li  a sole  and  distinct  view  to  his  pecu- 
liar fitness  and  to  the  public  good,  than 
from  other  considerations ; for  a secre- 
tary of  the  navy,  for  example,  some  deal- 
er in  cod-fish  might  be  selected,  distin- 
guished for  nothing  but  an  ostentatious 
attempt  to  acquire  fame  by  associating 
•vis  name  with  the  memory , not  the  per- 
sonal dangers,  of  some  gallant  hero;  or 
this  secretary,  when  better  known,  and 
acknowledged  to  be  utterly  destitute  of 
all  the  qualifications  either  of  mind  or 
manners,  might  be  continued  for fi-ar  of 
hurting  his  delicate  feelings.  V arious 
indeed  are  the  motives  which  may  lead 
to  the  designation  of  other  public  agents: 
locality ; family  connections; 44  high  stand- 
ing,” and  supposed  consequent  infiuence; 
the  desire  of  animating  the  luke-warm 
or  aft /leasing  the  fiosilively  hostile:  all 
these  may  influence  an  individual  in  the 
choice  of  his  agents.  But  the  speaker 
[if  I did  not  despise  all  shades  of  titles, 

I would  call  him  the 44  honorable”]  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  is  not  likely 
to  be  appointed  under  any  influence  un- 
connected with  the  welfare  and  feelings 
of  the  PEOPLE.  Why  then  should 
Mr.  Clay  give  up  the  probability  of  a re- 
election  to  a post  where  the  eyes  of  the 
nation  are  upon  him  ? where  every  step 
is  marked,  and  every  breath  is  caught — 
to  sit  in  a big  armed  chair,  and  keep  the 
register  of  a petty  army  ? An  apothecary 
or  his- boy  may  hold  in  connection  the 
hones  of  a dead  man : it  is  the  proud  pri- 
vilege of  a physician  to  watch  and  cor- 
rect the  motions  of  the  heart  and  arte- 
ries; preserving  life  and  vigor  in  the  sys- 
tem. I do  not  think  that  Mr.  Clay  will 
commit  an  act  of  self-inj  ustice,  by  retiring 
from  the  great  forum,  where  measures 
are  to  be  discussed  and  adopted,  upon 
which  the  honor  and  the  safety  of  the 
nation  hang,  to  sign  his  name  to  army 
contracts,  warrants  and  commissions, 
which  might  be  done  by  John  Doc  or 
Richard  Roc.  Of  himself  and  his  labours 
it  might  in  such  a case  be  said : 

Parturiunt  mortes  nascitur  ridiculus  mas. 

In  the  national  Legislature  there  is 
some  reason  to  hope  and  believe  that  a 
great  question  will  he  agitated  involving 
the  rights  and  the  happiness  of  a vast  and 
interesting  portion  of  the  World.

Extract  of  a letter  from  a young  Ken- 
tuckian in  South  America,  to  his  friend 
in  Lexington,  dated 

Lima,  March  18,  1817. 

44  The  splendor  of  the  palace  of  the 
vice-roy  in  this  place,  is  not  equal  to  what 
I had  expected  to  find  it;  hut  the  mag-] 
nificence  of  the  churches  is  far  beyond  j 
rny  powers  of  description.  On  the  altar, 
of  one  of  the  churches,  called  La  Merced,] 
it  is  said,  there  are  gold  and  silver  to  the] 
amount  of  no  less  than  a million  of  dol- 
lars. A crown  piece  to  the  Virgin  Mary,, 
in  another  church,  cost  thirty  thousand 
dollars.  Churches,  convents,  Sec.  with- 
out number.  There  are  also  some  other 
edifices  of  considerable  size;  hut  all  the; 
labor,  riches  and  taste,  appear  to  have 
been  spent  upon  the  churches.  In  the 
public  squares,  convents,  &c.  there  are 
copper  fountains  continually  spouting 
fine  fresh  water.  In  all  the  streets  run- 
ning east  and  west,  there  is  a canal  of 
water,  which  adds  very  much  to  the! 
cleanliness  of  the  city.  Lima  contains  a 
population  of  about  sixty  thousand  inha- 
bitants, composed  often  or  twelve  thous-j 
and  Spaniards,  and  the  rest  Indians,  ne 
groes,  and  the  innumerable  mixtures  be- 
tween them  and  the  whites.  The  climate 
is  the  most  delightful  you  can  imagine:' 
it  is  a continued  spring  the  whole  year! 
round;  between  the  coldest  and  the, 
warmest  weather  the  thermometer  does; 
notvary  more  than  10  degrees.  Every 
spccLs  of  fruit  grows  here  in  perfection' 
throughout  the  year : wc  have  at  our  ta- 
ble,every  day, delightful  apples,  peaches, 
oranges,  and  pine-apples.  It  never  rains ; 
and  omv  two  or  three  instances  of  its 
ever  having  thundered  or  lightened  here, 
are  recorded  in  the  history  of  this  place; 
on  which  occasions  the  citizens  ran  dis- 
tracted into  the  country,  kneeled  before 
their  Maker,  and  in  the  sincerity  of  their 
hearts,  begged  his  forgiveness  in  what 
they  considered  the  day  of  universal  dis-; 
solution.  Earthquakes  here,  produce  the' 
most  horrid  ravages : Cailao,  the  sea- 
port of  Lima  anil  about  six  miles  distant, 
was  entirely  destroyed  about  forty  years 
ago.  The  earthquakes,  of  any  degree  of 
severity,  do  not  happen  oftener  than  once 
in  every  twenty  or  thirty  years ; hut  what! 
they  call  here  tremblings,  are  almost  as 
commonas  rains  are  in  Kentucky.  There 
has  been  one  of  these  since  my  arrival,' 
and  it  was  taken  notice  of  with  about  one-  j 
half  the  concern  I have  seen  excited  on 
a farm  in  the  United  States,  by  the  flying! 
of  a hawk  over  a hen-roost.  In  conse-' 
quence  of  the  earthquakes,  the  houses 
have  no  roofs,  such  as  ours:  long  strips 
of  wood  are  laid  flat  upon  the  top  of  the 
wall,  and  on  them  a layer  of  ashes  half 
an  inch  thick,  and  this  is  sufficient  to  pre- 
serve them  from  the  weather,  as  they 
never  have  more  than  a thick  fog,  which 
cannot  penetrate  thcirsiight  roofs.  The; 
want  of  roofs  to  the  houses,  gives  them  a 
very  awkward  appearance,  & if  they  were 
black  on  the  outside  instead  of  white,  a 
stranger  arriving  from  Europe,  would 
t ’link  that  the  city  had  been  destroyed  by 
fire.  Tne  mildness  of  the  climate  and 
the  richness  of  the  soil,  have  all  tended 
to  enervate  the  inhabitants;  on  the  men 
if  has  had  the  effect  to  make  them  weak 
lid  indolent  in  tiie  extreme.  The  Span- 
iards smoke  segars,  and  only  exert  them- 
selves us  far  as  it  is  necessary  to  keep  the 
others  in  subjection.  Perhaps  to  these 
causes,  which  liavc  had  such  an  evil  ef-

feet  on  the  men,  may  he  attributed  the 
surprizing  beauty  ol  the  women.  It  is  a 
very  surprizing  thing  indeed  to  meet! 
with  a young  woman  that  has  not  the  most 
regular  features,  fine  black  eyes,  and 
prettv  shape.  Their  dress  is  singular, 
and  is  almost  the  ft  ret  t'dng  that  strikes 
the  attention  of  a foreigner : the  stuff  of 
which  their  outer  petticoat  is  made,  is 
worked  in  such  a manner,  that  it  has  the  | 
elasticity  of  stockinet:  it  is  belted  tight 
round  the  waist  and  fits  the  body  as  close  | 
as  possible,  so  much  so  that  they  ran  only 
take  very  short  and  deliberate  steps,  and1 
it  causes  them  to  reel  from  one  side  to 
the  other  like  a sailor.  They  do  not  wear  I 
bonnets;  an  apron  of  black  siik,  open! 
before,  drawn  backwards  over  the  head 
and  arm,  covers  every  thing  from  the  j 
waist  up  but  one  eye.  Their  feet  arej 
handsome  and  extremely  small,  of  which' 
they  appear  to  be  conscious;  they  take! 
pains  to  shew  them,  and  scarcely  a young! 
woman  of  any  description  is  seen  in  the 
streets  without  silk  shoes  and  stockings.  I 
They  marry  at  twelve  and  thirteen ; and! 
at  five-and-twenty  they  arc  old,  ugiy,  and 
not  tit  to  be  looked  at.”

Extract  of  a tetter  to  a gentleman  in  this  city, 
dated  “ Halifax,  July  22,  1817. 

“ It  is  probable  that  ere  this  reaches 
you,  you  will  have  been  advised  that  our 
government  has  given  permission  for  the 
importation  of  fruits  and  vegetables  of 
every  description,  and  the  exportation  of 
rum  and  molasses,  in  American  vessels, 
to  and  from  the  United  States.”
